Yet the ship sprang © 
leak in ‘various places as if it were an old hulk, 
and efforts to keep it afloat were vain. . 

It should be kept clearly to the fore in any con-

In any, 
heavy sea it is virtually certain to mean loss of 
life, No ship. should be allowed to leave harbor

AMERICAN SEA LAWS. 

Chicago, Nov. 17.—The Vestris disaster 
points a warning which is very likely 
to be lost on the general public, owing 
to its lack of understanding of the ir- 
cumstances. The Vestris wan under the 
British flag and laws, as are all of the 
ships of the Lamport. & Holt line, and 
the rules of the British board of trade, 
which control the construction, licensing 
of officers and crew, and equipment of 
ships, are much more lenient than the 
— laws. These British shipping 
rules are designed to protect the divi- 


‘Insurance companies, and lastly the 
lives of passengers. Particularly, the 
nationality of the crews is nit re- 
stricted. 

Before the enactment of the La Fol- 
lette seaman's law the same conditions 
existed on American ships. Ships are 
now required to carry a fixed number 
of competent samen who can ader- 
stand the commands of their officers, 
The American laws regarding equin- 
ment are much more ere than those 
of any other country: Im fact, the gov- 
ernment refused to subscribe to the in- 
‘ternational agreement ot 1914, covering
